on this ground they commonly juſtifie all ſeverities decreed againſt 
Hereticks Not to mention particular Do@ors, Innocent (a, the 
Third thus argues ina ſpecial inſtance, Thr puniſhment is juſtly ins 
flited upon Hereticss, becauſe it w ſoincaſe of civil Treaſon ; which 
is a ſmaller fault than Treaſon againſt the Divine Majeſty, And 


By the Law of their Church, S?c omnes Apoſtolice ſelss ſurttiones accipi» 
ends ſunt tanquam ipfius divini Petri voce firmatg ſirt, Diltinct. 1s, Cap, 3. All 
the Conſtitutions of theRoman 'See muſt be received, as if they were made firm by 
Sr. Peters own mouth. And it 1s enaCted by a general Decree (Ceverali Decrets 
conſtituimus), That whitſnever King, Bijnop, or Noble-min, ſhall believe that the 
Lecrees of -the Roman Biſhops may be, or ſra'l ſuffer them to be violated in any 
thins, be accurſed, (execrandum Anathema it) and (bail for EVer YEMdia guilty 
before Gol, 1s a betrayer of the Catholts 2 Faith, Caul.

there is an Edi& of (b) Frederick, confirmed and made a Church- 
Conſtitution by feveral Popes, particularly by {-nocent 4th, wherein , 
what iSenaRed againſt Tray tors, is declared to fall upon Hereticks 
multo fortiiis jwſtinſque, with much more force and juſtice, So that 
the Papal authority being introduced among Proteſtants, they are 
forthwith Traytors by law, and ſtand in no better terms, than the 


worſt of Tray | expoſed t9 the penalties which the higheſt 


Treaforr is judged y-of, Let me initance in two or three 
particulars brictiy 3 1 muſt but point at the mileries of Prote- 
ſtants in ſuch a ſtate, not give a init proſpet of them. 

Infamy is cne of them ( that I may begin with the leaft). 
Hereticks are infamous by Law (c), 1t # certain (ſaith (d) Suarez) 
that Heretichs both by common and civil Law are snfamous, for which _ 
he alledgeth ſeveral Texts of the Popes Law, and extends it to the 
favonurers of Hereticks, if they repent not within a year; and to - 
their Children for fome generations, if their Parents dyed perti: 
nacious. | 

It is many penalties in one, including- ſeveral things grievous _ 
and intolerable to all forts (e) ; for upon this account, thole whom. 
they count Hereticks, are deprived of all Nobility, Jurifdiftion, 
and Dignity and debarr'd from all Offices, Benefices, and publick 
Councils; they are urcpable of chufing, or of being choſen to them, 
(fo that it reacheth a. !orts of 'Clergy, Laity, Noble and Ignoble, 
as the ſame Author tells us), And they fall under all this immediate- 
ly, spſo fatto, as ſoon as they are Hereticks, before any ſentence De- 
claratory of their crime 5 fo :7 a manner all the (f) Dottors conclude, 
In que. Authores fere conveniunt , proving it from the very words of 
the Law aforementioned, x 

Let me mention {ome of the. particulars comprized in this, Legal . 
Infamy : Proteſtants are hereby excluded from all publick Coun- 
cils, and ſo from Parliaments ; being uncapable of either chuſing,

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or being choſen thereto. This is the Decree of a General(g) Coun 
cl, beſides {everal Conſtitutions for it in'the Canor- Law. So that 
all the Lords and Commons in' Ezeland would be by Law (while 
they are Proteſtants) debarred from having any place in Parliament : 
and all the Freeholders from chuſing any ; and that by a Law Para- 
mount to any Civil Law, or National Conſtitution : and this alone 
would be.enough to ruine and enſlave tholdr any people whole 
Liberty depends upon Parliaments, They are excluded from alt-' 
Dignities, this is Efſential to the penalty ; for it isa (h) Rule in: 
their Law, Infambus Porte non pateant dignitats , particularly No- 
blemen are degraded from their Nobility, and deprived of all Hos - 
nours (z), this by the ſame Law : and it is extended to their Chil- 
dren by many of their (k,) Authors, who fay expreſly , that the 
Iſſue of Trayters, Civil or Spiritual, loſe their Nobility, both that 
which they had by Priviledge, and that which comes by deſcent 
from their Anceſtors. - | 
They are deprived not only of all Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, but of 
all Secular Offices, which is expreſſed in the Law forequoted , Par- 
ticularly it is decreed (7), that Fereticks be not admitted into any pubs 
lick Office, or Benefice z but if they be, it is null and void. Nor can they 
exerciſe any Juriſdiftion, either Spiritual or Civil , as their (mm) - 
: Authors commonly determine : and upon this account they con=- 
| clude all our Judges, Juſtices and Magiſtrates, that are Proteſtants, 
; to be incompetent, fuch as have no more Juriſdiction than the 
Bench they lit on, and think not themfelves at all obliged to anſwer 
q them; or if they condefcend to give them an an{wer, yet not ta 
| ſpeak the truth before them, although they be ſworn to it. 
In ſhort, all that owe any duty to Hereticks are diſcharged from . 
the obligation, and exempted from paying any. In their Canon Law -

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it is decreed (n) that all who are bound to. Fereticks by any obliga- 
tion, whether of Oath, or Fealty, or Service, or any other agreement, 
or promiſe, are freed therefrom. SubjeRs owe no Allegiance to their 
Prince, nay they may lawlully kill them, as their Autaors com- 
moriy conclude. Servants owe Maſters no Faithſulnels, no fer- 
vice ; thougn they aves, and purchaſed with their money, yet 
they are ditcharged 5 and if they diſcover their Maſter's Herekle, 
and ſo ſeek to take away his life, though they be not Chriſtians, it's 
reaſon (they hold) that they have abfolute freedom ; when none 
but Chriſtian ſlaves may have it, fave upon ſuch a treacherous 
Co) account. Parents loſe authority over their Children, 19 their 
Law (p) will have it ; and Children owe no duty to. fuch Parents, 
only they are bound under mortal ſin to denounce them, that is, to 
diſcover their Hereliez which is the way to deprive their Parents 
of their lives. And they give this realon for it, becaule zt z law- 


{ul for a Child tokill his Father if he be an enemy to the Common-wealth; 


and therefore he maymuch more lawfully in this caſe deal thus with his 


Father, that is, bptray him to ceath. This is an att worthy of honour 


and praiſe, as is proved by the Conſtitutions of ſeveral Popes, and 
ſo. many other (q) Writers, that it may pals for their common 
NoQrine; nor can they be fecured ſrom luffering for their Parents 
Hcer.ſie, without deteRing them, as [nnocent 4th decrees. | 
We ſee alittle to what condition the admiſion of the Papal au- 
tnority would reduce us 5 it would expel nature and humanity, 
and make the deareſt Rejatives unnatural and barharous to one ano- 
ther; it would leave no Proteſtant either Dignity or Authority , 
eit-er Safety or Liberty ; by thele Laws (which muſt then be ours) 
our Nobles are {entenced to be Pealants, and Pealants muſt be ne 
better than ſlaves, | 
Secondly, Another penalty to which Hereticks are condemned 
by their Laws,-is Confi{cation of all their Eſtates or Goods, And this 
they incur, Jpſo jure, > ipſo facts, that 15 immeciately, as foon as

There is an expreſs Decree (7) for this in the Canon Law, Bona 
Hereticorum ipſo jure accernimus confiſcata, We decree that tte 
_ Goods of Here:icks are confilcated by ſentence of Law. In this 
the Gloſs, and all the Dottors who write of (1) Hereticks do apree ; 
and upon this reaſon among others, becaule Zumane Laws puniſh 
Treaſon againſt men, and ſometimes leſſer coimes, with confilcation 
of- Goods, therefore much more muſt Treaſon againſt the Divine Ma. 
Jeſty, which is committed by Herelie, be thus puniſhed. And this 
realon is aſſigned not only in the Text of the Canon Law now men 
tioned, but alfo in other Texts, particularly Iznocent (tr) the Third 
thereby proves, that Hereticks Goods are confilcated, becaule this 
is decreed againſt Civil Treafon, which is much leſs than that againſt 
the Divine Majeſty. - ef i-260 | 
By vertue of this Confilcation, Hereticks, as {oon as-ever' they 
diſcover it, are deprived of all Propriety and Title to their Eſtates, 
before any ſentence paſſed againſt them, Sxarez (z) laith, This is 
the Common Doltrine. Sanchez (x) muſters vp multitudes of Do- 
Rors for. it : and * Cordaba teilsus, that all their Doors in a man- 
ner, both Canonilts and Divines maintain it» | | 
But though they generally agree that Proteſtants by Law have 
joſt all propriety, and have no title at all to any eſtate; yer there is 
lome difference among them about . the polieſhon of what 15 thus 
* confilcated. For many of them hold, that Hereticks beiore any Sen- 
tence, are bound in Confcience to quit the poſſeſſion of all they 
have, an: fin damnably it they do not ; elpecially if their hereſte 
be publick and notorious, as it is in all profeſſed Proteſtants : and 
their reaſons are good enough, it the. principles upon which they 
proceed were fo, For the Sentence which ſome count pre-requiſite; 
i5not pretended to be damnatory, to-condemn to the puniſnment, 
jor that is already done by Law ; but only /as all agree) declarative 
of the crime, that the crime may be evident, and who. are guilty 
of it which is needleſs when it is evideat and notorious b:fore,

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Gthers of them teach that Hcreticks may keep poſſeſſion, and are 
not to be deprived of it, before the Sentence declarative of the crime. 
'Put rhovgh this latter ſeem more favourable, yet it is of little or no 
advantage to Proteſtants, fince thoſe that have a mind to their - 
_ forfeited eſtates, may ſoon procure ſuch a Sentence; for an ordi- 
nary Biſhop, or other Eccleſiaſtical Perſon may pals it, as the Law 
it (y) (elf declares. For example 3 Corgzer the Bereditine, lately 
arraigned, was ordered by the Pope to be Bihop of London ; if 
their Plot had fo far ſucceeded, that the Popes Orders had taken 
place, he might in his Spiritual Court have declared all the known 
' Proteſtants in London, and his whote Dioceſs to be Hereticks 3 
which done; all the Nobles,Citizens, and others in his Dioceſs, might 
Have been turned. immediately out of poſieſſion, and tript of all 
they had ; and this by Law. The effets of this Confiſcation, - 
wherein they all agree, make the ſeverity of the Law apparent; 
and the forbearance of ſeizure before ſentence of littl: confidera- 
cion, if they thought themſelves obliged not to ſeize ſuch Eftates 
before. 

Firſt, Al] the Profits made of the Eſtate from the firſt day of 
their guiltare to be refunded, if they be extant and found among 
their (z) Goods, formally, or but fo much as equivalently ; nay 
{ome (4) will have them reſponſible for the mean Profits, though 
they be conſumed or fpent ; if {> be they knew themſelves to be ob- 
noxious when they ſpent them : or being ſpent, if the Eftate be any 
thing better on that account, they are ſtill looked on as being ex- 
tant, and the eſtate ſtill lyable : and it is counted berrer, if the party 
be (b) Richer, sf he therewith bought any thivg elſe, or made uſe 
thereof to pay his Debts, or bought but neceſſaries to live on, and 
thereby ſpared hu other Revenues. | | 

Secondly, All Alienations by Gift, Sale, or otherwiſe, before 
Sentence, are null and void 3 and all ContreQs for that purpoſe re- 
ſcinded ; in this, Suarez ſaith, all their Writers agree (c) una-_ 
nimouſly, and the Exchequer of the Pope or Popiſh prince will re-

wherever they be, or in whole poſſeſſion ſoever they be found, or 
through how many hands foever they have paſſed 5, this is the'Do- 
arine Univerſally embraced by all thziy Doftors of Law, and all their 
Divines, to underſtanding the Text of their Law, as (4) S ancher. 
tells us. Nay it is a fin (e) forhim to fell any part of his Goods 
or Eſtate, without difcovering to the Purchaler his hazard, in buy- 
ing what is by Law confiſcated, And in this caſe the Furchate will 
be forced from him without reſtoring the price he paid for it, un- 
lels it be found among the Hereticks Goods, for which the fame 
Feſwit alledgeth above Thirty (f). Doors, Nor are thoſe to 
whoin- the'E tate is Etcheated any way oblived, to pay any of the 
Hereticks Debts (g), which were-contraRed fince his Hcerefie, and 
{o his Creditors (not excepting Reman Catholicks) may be lawfully 
ruined, as well as him/elf. . | | 
Thirdly, The Children 2nd Heirs of Hereticks are-deprived of 
their Portions. And though this ſeem hard in their own apprehen- 
f1ons, that they ſhould be ruined and reduced to Poverty for their 
Parents fault; yet whar they tuffcr is not to be conſidered, becauſe 
the Child is not here puniſhed by or in himſelf, but by accident 
and in-another. And this isall the fatisfaQion the beſt of them give 
in this pitiful caſe, Suarez iid Nor will thcir Law admit that anv 
Commileration of the Innocent ſhould be any impediment to the 
levefity of the Execution; but provides againſt it in thele words, 


| Nether ſhall this ſevere Cenſare, for the diſ- inh. riting of Orthodox 


Children be any way hindred, by the pretence of compaſſion ;, ſince in 
"any caſes by Divine Fudgment, the Children are temporally puniſhed 
for their Fathers ;, and according to Canonical Santtions, vengeance 
may be ſometimes taken, not only upon the Authors of wickedneſs, but 
their Poſterity, Cap. vergentes, Tit, de Hereticts. 

But what it the Children to whom the Eſtate is left, be Romar? 
Catholicks, are they to be thruſt froman Eſtate left them by their 
Heretical Parents ? This ſeems impolitick, ſince hereby no hopes are 
left-to ary for ſecuring their eltates, by turning Papiſts 3 and not

trom having 7 any advantage (hb) by their confiſcated Eftates. This 
is expreſſec] in the Text of their Law, and more ſully in an Or iginal 
Epiſtle of £ Fope Innaceat the Third: 

Bur ſippoſe the Poſterity of a Proteſtant or. his Children, being 
11, Pap)its, 'have continued in the pol T-fhon of the Eftates fo lett 
chem, for many years together (Forty cr an hundred years): will 
not this create them a title? fince Preic FAPBOn may Co it where 
there is ho other right, and is allowed fo to do both by Civil and 
CanumlLaws; and an hundred years is conſefſed to be ſufficient for 
Frelcription (:) againſt the Raman Church in other cafes? 

No, an hundred years will not ſuffice in this cafe, if the Poſſeſſors. 
or their Fathers knew that he who lett them the Eſtate was an Here- 


tick, and if he was at any time ſuſpeed to be fo while he lived ; or - 


if he was reputed. a, Catholick all his davs ;, yet if any time within 
40.years after his deceaſe, it appears. he was an Heretick, there is 


no place left for Preſcription : but then they will have the Eſtate 


ſeiſed, in whoſe hands foever it-be founc, and the (k) Poſlefſors 
thruſt out, though they be Rewar Catholicks, 
| Hereby it appears, that as ſoon as the Papacy 1 is auUmitted, all Title 


and Property is loſt and extin& among us by the Law which will - 


then bein force, unleſs in thoſe few Families who never had a 
Proteſtant Proprictcr , nor are they ſecure, as t0.any part of their 
eſtate, which ever belonged to Hereticks., And therefore we 
muſt not think his Holinels ated cxtravagantly, whey he declared 


all his Majeſties Territories to. be his own as forfeited to the Holy See 


for the Hereſie of Prince and People - for herein he proceeded regu- 
larly, and according to that-which they eſteem the beſt Law in the 


World. Not only Abbey-Lands are in danger, whoever poſſeſs 


them, but all Eſtates are forfeited to his Exchequer, and legally 
confiſcated ; All is his own which Proteſtants in thele Three Nati- 
ons have, or ever had, if he can but meet with a Prince ſo wiſe, as 
to help him to catch it.

We in England axe zealous tot Property, and ail $'2 realon in 
the world we "ſhould be, but we muſt bid wo to ''115 witen We 
once come unter the Popes Authority ; for as {oor as ts is ad mit- 
ted, all the Proteſtants in theſe Nations are beggars vy Law, by the 


| Laws of that Church (which wil! ten be ours ), diveiting us of all 


Propriety and Title to what ever we count our own. 


- Thirdly, The lat Penalty I ſhall inſiſt 6n, which their Law wii] 
have inflied on Hereticks, is Death. | 

This is the Sentence of the Caron Law. Heretichs (m) are to be 
delivered to the Secular Power to rndergo due puniſument, and that is 
Death, as appears by many Papal Bulls approving and receiving the 
Civil Laws, which have adjudged Hereticks to death : For though 
thoſe Laws were Originally intended, againſt {uch only which were 
Hereticks indeed; yet fince the Rowan Church will have all Prote- 
ſtanrs to be Hereticks, they muſt ſuffer Death by vertue thereof, 


how far foever they be from Herehie. 


And the Carer L aw {urther determines, that Secular Judges can- 


not remit the Penalty, as appears by the Text, Cap. ut Officium, and 


is more fully explained in the Bull of Urban the 4th, and in another 
of Innocent 4th. Hereupon (n) Zanardu takes it for granted, 


tnat all Laws wiil have every Heretick put to Death ;, and their An- 


gelical Do&tor7o) is poſitive, that Heretichs, though they do not per* 
vert others, may be juſtly killed by Secular Fudzes, and bereaved of all 
they have, rather than ſuch as are guilty of Tigh-Treaſon, 

if there were need to Cite particular Doors, Suarez. aſſures us,

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thatit is the judgment of all their Doors, Ita docent omnes Dofto- 
res, Put there is a Conſtitution of Paul (p) 4th, which may lerve 
Inſt-ad of all ; where to ſhew how impartial their Decrees are in 
this caſe, Having declared that with the 2nanimous conſent of the 
Cardinals, all Paenal Afts, Canons, Conſtitutions again? Hereticks, 
made by any Popes, Councils, or others, are by Apoſtolical Autho- 
rity re:eved and inforced; he ſpecifies perſons of greateſt Emi- 
reicy in Church and State, viz. Earls, Burons, Muir 1efſes, Dukes, 
Kings, Emperore, &c. and will have all theſe puniſhments inflited 
on them, if they are, or ſhall hereafter be Hereticks, Particularly 
it is decreed, that they are therefore deprived wholly and perpetxally 
of thesr Baronies, Marqueſats, Dukedvms, Kinggo ns, Empires, and 
rendred uncapable hereof, ſo as they ſhall never be reſtored. And 
to make ſure work, all of them, Kings and Emperours among the 
re\t,. 21 b- pat to Death (q)., Oaly.if they recant, the Holy Sze 


may ſh-w them this Clemency, as to thruſt them into ſome Mona- 


ſtery, there to do penance all their days with Bread and Water. 
This puniſhment they extend very far (7}, for D-ath js to be in- 
flied, not on'y on the Teachers of what they call Herefie ; but on 
21 who b2!:;eve any D»Crin?s oppoſite to what the Romanifts re- 
ceive as matters of taith, though they draw none elle thereto; 
yea on all-that belizve: any one point of ſuch D)Rtine, though 
th-y renou ice all the reſt ; For they agree, that one Erronr makes 
a Heretick, though all beſt les that one, be abjireJ- And on thoſe 
alt» who abjure them all; if they do not likewiſe diſcover their Com:

- The Proceſs againſt Heretic«s inthe Jnquiſirion is remarkably merci- | 
| ful, for there a Protcſtant-ſhall not have the :fayour to be burnt at 
firſt (x), and. dye once 5 but muſt ſuffer many Deaths before, by. 
enJurins Giv@s tortures more grievous than Death, before he 
be brought to the Fire. One that hath the ſpirit of a Chri- 
tian, and reads the account of- the Tortures there in ufe, would 
ſcarce think that any but the Devils could be either the Inven- 
tors or Executioners of them, But Pope Paul the 4th would

For (y) Paul the 4th in a Speech before his Death (and fo betore his

, of the Roman Church depends only upon the Office of the Inquiſition, 


And indeed it is very fit, that fuch an Authority ſhould have ſuch 
a foundation. Nor can any queſtion that it is neceſſary and pi- 
ous, to excrcile all the cruelties of the {nquiſition upon us with- 
out ſhaking the whole foundation of the Koawar Churcn, and all 
tne Authority of it. 

Hereuvpon how are we conccrned to look about us ? We onght 
to remember (tor they are not like to forget 1t), that as toon as 
ever the Papal Authority is admitted among us, al! the Proteſtants 
in theſe Nations are dead men in Lay ; bing under a Law that 
hath ſentenced us already to be burned alive, and under a power 
that hath declared it neceflary that no one of us eſcape with Life, 

. 


Put they are not yet quite ready for burning us, though they are 
inpatient till they be 1o 3 and ſhew what deſ:gn they have upon our 
perſons, by turning our Houfes and Goods into flames. For this 
courſe they think not fit to take, how juſt and pious ſoever they 
eſteem it, meerly becaute they cannot, or dare not, till they have 
the Law in their hands, and Power to Murder us by a judicial 


Procels. Where Proteſtants are numerous and porent,, the way. 


they then take for dilcharging the obligation that 15 upon them 
to deſtroy us, is by treacherous Maſlacres, or open Wars or Aﬀat- 
finations. They hold it lawful to make War upon gHereticks for 
their Herefie. So (2) Bonacina, Diana, (aſtro, Meolanus, and 
others: but Cardinal Aller (a) our Countreyman may luffice, who 
aſſerts it to be not only lawful, but neceſſary to take Arms againſt 
his Prince and People, heing Hereticks. 1t z5 clear (laith he) that 
wat people and perſons ſoever, be acclared tobe oppoſite to Gods Church, 


with what obligation ſerver, either of Kindred, Frienaſhtp, Loyalty, 


or Subjection, 1 be bound into them ;, 1 may, or rather muſt take Arms 
anainſt them, And then maſt we take them for Heretichs, when our 
lawful Pores adjudge them fo to be.

have ſo much encouragement for ſuch bloodineſ:, The leaft 
they could expeR for it, was full pardon of all ſim, fiich as is 
promiſed to thoſe who make Wir againſt the Trrks, and for 
the recovery of the Holy Land, For ſeveral. Popes had thns re- 
warded the Iriſh, for far leſs bloody Feats than thele ; and there- 
by teſtified how meritorious it is, to ſhed the blood of Engl: 
Proteſtants (4). Charles the gfth, with the French Papiſts, never 
ated any thing with more fatisfa&tion to his Holineis, than that 
Tragedy in Paris,.and other Cities, where fo many Thouſand 
Hugonots were moſt treacherouſly. and inhumanely ſlaughtered. 
The Pope would not have io great delight as he took therein 
to be tranſient , but that it might afford him a continued enter- 
taliment, would have it Painted in his Palace. And for this, 
Triomphs were made by the Papiſts almoſt everywhere, as a moſt 
glorious Aion, 'And that there might be a concurrence of the

them :. But.nothing is unlawful that will ruine the Proteſtant 
 Relicton. | 

. Only in. one «thing theſe fell ſhort 3 for though near Three 
hundred thouſand were thus Murdered in both Nations , yet 
they kilPd not all ; whereas if they had not ſuffered one Pro- 
teſtant in Frarce or Ireland to eſcape with life, the Catholick 
deſign had been there perfetly accompliſhed, and the bloody 
ARors nad more highly merited ; for that merits moſt, which 
- moſt promotes the Catholick Intereſt , which: 1s molt promoted, 
when Hereſje and Hereticks are quite cxtirpated ; and fo to kill 
'all Hereticks, is moſt meritorious. 

This was it that our Conſpirators aimed at, they intended to 
leave no Proteſtants alive; thale that eſcaped the Maſſacre, ſhould 
have been cut off by their Army (e). And Coleman laith, Their de- 
ſign proſpered ſo well, that ve doubted not but in a little time, their 
buſineſs would be :anaged to the utter ruine of the Proteſtart party, 
i his Letter (f) to the Intermuncio, The effRing of this, with 
tae conſequence of it, was a thing fo delirable, ſo meritorious 
That if he had a Sea (g) of Blood, and a hundred Lives, he wonld 
loſe them all to carry on the deſign, and if to effett this, it were 
neceſſary to deſtroy an Hundred Heretical Kings, he would do it. 
We -muſt not imagine that it was a tn, with this man, to dettro 
an Hundred Kings, and an Hundred Kingdoms. too, in ſuch a 
Cauſe; a Caule, no doubt, moſt glorious, and of tranſcendent 
Merit in their Account ; when one man might without profule- 
neſs, be at the cxpence of an hundred lives, and a Sea of viood, to 
promote. it. It is true by his expr<ſſions, he ſeems to be in ſome 
tranſport, and no wonder when he had ſo fair a Proſpe& of the 
utter ruine of Proteſtants yy their preſent bloody defign ; and 
ſpeaks of their ruine as a thing certain, and net to be doubted of. 
Sure this was a ſight to fair, fo tranſporting, as muſt needs ra-

viſh a good Roman Catholick out of his Senſes. But then how 
ſenſſels muſt they be, who will not believe our utter ruine was 
 Ccefigned , when ſuch as beſt knew it, make no doubt, but it 
would in a little time, be certainly effeRted ? However we can- 
not think that they who make ſo little of killing an Hundred 
Kings when they ſtand in the way of their Catholick deſign, will 
tick at Aſaſſinating any particular Subjc&s, 

When we hear Papiſts {ay (as divers tuch ſayings have been of 
late obſerved) that they would make no more to kill 4 Prote- 
ftant Man, or (hild, than ro kill a Dog (h ), We look upon 
them as wild expreſſions, which proceed rather from the wicked- 
nels of the perſons than of their Principles; whereas indeed 
they nave ground enough from the Writings of their chief Au- 


thors. One of their greateſt Divines proving that they may | 


juſtly kill us, being Hereticks, makes uſe oi this Argument a- 
mong others, Chriſt calls Hereticks Thieves and Rob'ers ;, but 
ſure Thieves and Robbers are worthy of Death; alſo he calls ther 


Ravenous Wolves, Matth. 7. Luke 20. But Wolves are not only to 


be driven from the Flock, but alſo to be killd, if it be poſſible. So 
Suarez, (1 ) argues, and his Argument ſeems leſs tolerable, than the 
other Villanous expreſſion, for it ſeems more meritorious to kill a 
Wolf than a Dog. Cardinal * Barenius teils the Pope (though 
his Holineſs might know ſo evident a truth before ) that Peter 
bad a double 7Miniſtry, to feed and tokull ;, according to that Text, 
Feed my ſneep : and according to that too, Kill and eat : For, 
{zith he , when the Pope bath to do with refrattory oppoſers, then 
Peter # commanded to kill, and ſlay, and devour, Much according 
to this Cardinals Do&rine is the 1aying of S:zgleton ( k) the 
Pricſt, That he would make ns more to Stab Forty Parliament-men, 
than to eat his Dinner. And wro can diſcern }yut the Priefts 
expreſſion is as agreeable to the Cardinals Comnient, as that is 
to his Text? Gzrrald and Kelly, the two Priefts that were chief

If it be meritorious to kill. one 
Heretick , 1t will be as much more meritorious to kill all in a 
Kingdom); asall in a whole Kingdom are morc than one ſingle 
perſon. | 

Thus the greater any wickedneſs is, the more powerful Mo- 
tive their Church hath for its' encouragement z The more pro- 
digiouſly bloody and inhumane it is, the more will the Catholick 
Aerir of 1t advance. And the Ground of this is obſervable, they 
will have it meritorious to Murder this whole Nation, King and 
People, becaule they were Hereticks, and all Hereticks are accurſed 
and excommunicated, Now King Fames and the People of theſe 
Kingdoms, were not at this time excommunicate expreſly, nor 1o 
denounced, nor any {ugh ſentence againſt them publiſhed, as the 
Jeluits acknowledged; only they were included in, the general 
Excommunication, which is denounced by tie Pope againſt all 
Hereticks every year the week before Eaſter. So that all who 
are in their account Hereticks, but one year, Or hut one day be-

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fore Maundy Thurſday, are ſufficiently accurſed and excommu- 
nicated, to make them liable to be juſtly killed; and to render 
any Papiſt capable of meriting, by doing execution upon. them. 
All the Proteſtants in thele Nations may be meritoriouſly flaughe 
tered, as ſoon as ever the Fapiſts have opportunity ro do it, 
without expeding a warrant from any cther Sentence, or Ex- 
communication, than what we are cvs tinualiv under This was 


the Dodrine of our Engliſh Jeluts, of Garnet their Superiour par- 
ticularly, whom the Papiſts here honoured as a Pope, and paid 


him the veneration due to his Holinets, by kiſſing his feet, and 
reverenced his Judgment as an Oracle; and fince his Death he 
hath the Honours of a Martyr. And if he and his Aﬀociates be

* Whether it was lawful to ruine the guilty and the innocent toge- 
ther ? Garnet firſt Aniw. rs in a private Houle, that it ir lawful, if 
fo much. advantage can be gained by it as will con:tervail the de- 
ftruttion of the Innocent, Afterwards he tells th mm in the Fields, 
That they may lawfully extinguiſh the good and bad together , and that 
it weuld be an att of preat Merit, if it would much promote the 
Catholick, Intereſt, Upon this account we lee how it might be 
merit: rious to burn London, though the Houſes and Goods of 
many Papiſts were contumed in the Flames; yea, and how the moſt 
deſperate Villains amongſt them might merit Heaven, and expi- 
ate all the Crimes ot a moſt flagitious life, it he could but fire 
the whole Kingdom : provided fo many Proteſtants were there- 
by ruined, as would countervail the loſs of ſuch Catholicks, who 
could not eſcape the common Flames, 
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Whereby we ſee their Principles and ARtings, both of them 
are grounded upon tneir Church- Laws, Sentencing Hereticks to 
death and ruine, The executing of theſe Laws is the exerciſe 
of a principal vertue, an A& of Fuſizce, and is upon this and 
other accounts eſteemed meritorious, Execution muſt be done 
one way or other in order toit; they muſt and will do, what 
our prefent circumſtances leave feaſible. They cannot now in a 
Biſhops Court try and condemn us, and then deliver us to the 
Secular Power to be burnt at a Stake 5 but they can Stab or Pi- 
ſtol, or Poylon us, or Blow us up ; and theſe are AAs of Juſtice 
upon MaletaQors, wich their Laws condemn to Death, no leſs 
vertuous and meritorious than the other ; perhaps Heroical in 
their account, as being of more than an ordinary ftrain. 'It is 


true, they want ſome formalities of Law, yet are never the worſe 


for the want of that, which they cannot poſſibly Fave. But 
when once they have ſecured the Throne, we may expe& they 
wil proceed againſt us with more obfervance of a Judicial Pro- 
ceſs, and burn us and our Chi'dren with all Puniilio's of Law, 
as they did under the laſt Popiſh Succeſſor. 

Bur is it not probable that under fuch a Succeffor thefe Laws 
may not be executed. Ns 


If there were any Probability, that for a while they might not 
be thoroughly executed , yet our condition in the interim would 
ſcarce be tolerable to an Enpliſh-man; to be diveſted of all fe- 
curity by Law, for Liberty, Eſtate and Lif:; and to hold theſe 
wathout, nay againſt Law, only at the will and known mercy of 
Papiſts ; even when they muſt count it a cruclty to themſelves 
to ſpare us, ſeeing both their Salvation and (which ſeems gene- 
rally more minded) their Intereſt 1s concerned in the execution 
of theſe Laws. It ſeems highly probable to me that all endea- 
vours will be uted to have them fully executed ; for the defign of 
thele Laws is to deſtroy Prote'tants. And thoſe Romaniſts that 
underſtand their concerns, do make account, that their main in=- 
tere!t lyes ia_ this; For neither can they recover their former 
flouriſh and greatnets, nor can they indeed think themfelyes 
ſafe, till this be done. | 

Accordingly we may obſerve, that in all Countreys round a- 
bout us, who have been under Popiſh Princes, all attempts have

' þzen made, and their utmoſt endeavours uſed utterly to root out 
Proteltints. And it is meer folly to cxpeR that we ſhould fare 
better in like circumſtances. Even in France the only inſtance 
alledged, to give any hopes that Proteſtants may ſub{iſt under 
{uch a Power , The deſign of thele Laws was vigorouſly purtued, 
in all methods of pretended Juſtice, and plain Violence, in the 
Reigns of Five Kings ſucceſſively ; by Confilcations and Plunder- 
ings, by Fire and Sword, by Afaſinations, Treacherovs Mafſa- 
cres, and open War. So that ſome Hundred Thouſands of them 
viere deliroyed, and in all reaſon none of them had eſcaped, nor 
any more Hugonots had been left in France, than there are in 
Spain and Italy; if they had not ſtood upon their Defence, which 
vet proved a lamentable expedient for if we will believe Father 
Parſons (6), two Millions on both fides were [ain within the com- 
paſs .of Ten years in the Reign of one of tnole Five Kings. 

Thoſe who would have us reduced to ſuch a condition, witerein 
we.cannot otherwiſe be ſecured than the French Proteſtants were, 
would either have us proſtitute our Religion, and al] that is dear 
tO us to the will of the Papiſts, or elſe expole the Nation to de- 
lolation and ruine, | 

Our Conſpirators have declared that they had the very fame 
aclizn which thoſe Gracious Laws engage them in, v:&. the ut- 
ter extirpation of Proteſtants and their Religion, and were re- 
folved and prepared to purſue it with Fire and Sword.

he means). How many Seas of Proteſtant Blood do we think 
mipht have fatisfied fuch harmleſs Catholicks? not an hundred we 
may be ſure, if all the Proteſtants in the World could have bled 
more. But thus they were bound in Conſcience to execute the 
Popes Laws, they were at all points ready to do it, they wanted 
nothing but only a Catholick Prince in the Throne. 


O but the Temper, or at leaſt the Intereſt of fuch a Prince 
would oblige him to forbid or reftrain {ſuch violent- executions in 
Envland. | | 

| but what if his temper he ſuch as to comply with ſuch vio- 
lent proceedings 5, 67 his temper being better, what if it be over- 
ruled? What if he be perſwaded as other Catholicks are, that 
he muſt in Conſcience proceed thus? What if he cannot do other- 
viiic, without apparent hazard of his Crown or Lite ? 

Tne Contrivement 1s {uch, that Execution ſhall be done before 
he hath got the Reins of Government into his hand ; and when 
he hath them, he is not to hold thera alone, he will not be al- 
lowed to be much more than the Popes Poſtillion, and muſt look .

{ach reaton, or decline that conſideration that ſhouid have with- 
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held him from it, or might moderate him in itz If he make ic 
his defign, and count it his Glory, to ſubdue this Religion as a 
Peſtilent Hereſie 3 If he give up himſelf to the Countels and Con- 
dudt of fuch, whoſe words and prafices make it evident, that 
they intend extremities; then there is a violent preſumption, 
that he will not ſtudy any abatement of the rigour of thete rui- 
ning Laws, after once he thinks himſelf firmly fetled. 

But if (as [had rather ſuppoſe) his inclination ſhould lead him 
to ſome Indulgence and forbearance, yet that muſt be controuled 
by Conſcierce , and Conſcience mult diftate what they ſuggeſt, 
who have the condu@ of itz and it will be readily tfuggelted, 
that it is a deadly crime to favour Heretichs to the prejzdice of the 
Catholich Intereſt, which can never be more effcfually advanced 
than by their ruine, Beſides, the Law (q } it {elf aſſures us, har 
it i5 not in the power of any Civil Magiſtrate to remit the pexalty, 
or abate the rigour thereof ; and this allo is declared by the Bulls 
(>) of ſeveral Popes. Nay if the Prince ſhould folemnly engage 
his Faith, and give as much Security as Papiſts can give by Oath, 
that he would not ſuffer Sanguinary Laws to be executed upon 
his Difſenting Subjes, this would fignifie nothing : For they 
would ſoon let him underſtand, that Contratts made againſt the 
Canon Law are invalid, though confirmed by Oath, as P.St.(1) Foſeph. 
And that he is not bound to ſtand to his promiſe, for the Liberty of 
Religion, though he hath ſworn to it, as Eonacina (t)) ; and that 
Faith is no more to be kept with Hereticks, than the General 
' Council of Conſtance would have it. So that Proteſtants are to 
be burnt as Fohn Hus and Ferom of Prague were by that Council 
though a Prince hath given his Fai: h and Oath for their ſafety, 
The beſt that is pleaded in dcfence of that General Council to 
openly Canonizing perfidionſneſs, leaves Proteſtants as much ex- 
poſed, after all tie ſecurity the Prince can give, as if none at 
all were given them, The Emperours engagement, lay they, 
ſecured them ag aznſt Secular Proceſs, but not againſt the Proceſs of the

ſPandins Faith and Oath. Becanus (a) to vindicate the Do&rine 
of Simanca, tells us, that they all fay, as much as he hath ſaid. 

Toat Faith 15 to be 
kept with  Hereticks in what ts lawful, and honeſt, but in no caſe 
otherwiſe , and Mw never in caſe of H=-refie. So that the Faith 
of any Priace 19 vyever engaged , is fo tar from giving an Here- 
tick any [ *Clir i ity 5 ; as Herefie is far from being a tiuns lawſul 
and hone. Upon theſe principles ( by which it appears that 
Rome hatii cariged Faith with Carthage, that, being now worſe 
than Fides 19154, and is when ſh2 woutid be counted Chriſtian, 
far more Faini-(s than when Pagan ) their Doors, Jetuits, 
and orners, have initiated Kings to endeavour feriouſly the root- 
ing out of Hereticts; Aﬀerting, that an Oath in favour of He 
retscks, 15 bur YVinculum Iniquitatts,, In Fine, This 1s the ſenſe of 
their beſt Authers. and we muſt bzlieve it to be lo, unleſs we 
wilt be deluded. By their Laws and Principles they are always

Ear Stapleton (,»), counted one of their greateſt and moſt tober 
Divines, And theſe are not only Points for Speculation, they 
bave been reduced to pradtice among thoſe who have the repute: 
of the moſt moderate Papifts in Europe. Henry 3d and 4th, two 
Kings of France, were Afﬀaſſinated-on this account. A fuſpition 
that they favoured Proteſtants, was the great inducement to 
Zealous Qatholicks to get them Stab'd. The two Kings ſince 
indeed have eſcaped better 5 no wonder, for they never provoked 
the Catholick Aſſaſſinating ſpirit : they have given ſufficient de- 
monſtration. that they hate the Proteſtants z for though they 
kill them not out-right, yet have they reduced them to ſuch 
Circumſtances, that their Mortal Enemies may to their fatisfa- 
ion, fee them dye a Lingering Death.

The Commons being Hereticks, are no Proprietors, and 
ſo have no Power, no Priviledge due to the Commons of 
England, they are born to no Eſtates, if they be the Iſſue 
of Proteſtants > The Eſtates of their Fathers being con- 
filcated before they were born, and fo is all they have 
acquired ſince by Purchaſe, or otherwiſe, So that they 
have no Right to be. choſen, nor have Proteſtants any 
Right to chuſe them, being no Freeholders, nor having 
title to any Goods or Lands, by any Tenure whatſoever. 
-In ſhort, By the Judgment and Sentence of their Church, 
all Ranks among us are in a State of UVſurpation , we 
have no right to Eſtate or Life ( as we are like to find 
when they have power ) ; much leſs any Authority to 
make Laws. What our Parliaments. have ena&ed, or ma 
do, for the ſecuring of our Religion, or reftraint of Ca= 
tholicks ; is no more valid, no more obliging with them, 
than the As or Ordinances of meer Uturpers ; nor do 
they owe, nor will they pay them more obſervance (when 


time ſerves.) than to the Conſtitutions of ſo many Thieves 
and . Robbers. 


But ſuppoſe our Laws were valid , and EnaQed by a 
competent Authority , yet being againſt the Laws' of the 
Church, the Soveraign Authority of theſe will ſuperſede 
the other: For fo they determine, that when the Canox 
and the Czvil Laws claſh, one requiring what the other 
allows not; the Church-Law muſt have obſervance, and 
that of the State be ne Their Law (9) provides

made for our ſecurity, as Pope Martin ( 5) the Fifth 
did-againft the Statutes of Edward the Third, and Eq- 
ward the Second, that would be enough to null. them as 
to. the Conſciences of Roman Catholicks; or to lay them 


aſleep, and render them ineffeQual, to the purpoles they . 


are deligned for,
